; as Vormerly proposed, the projectors aro 
willing to accept fivo years' monopoly. That 
is a clear saving of nine years, Tlnui in- 
stead of S12 50 per thousand cubic feet, the 
Company will supply gas at S7 50 ; another 
saving of S5 00. We put this improvement 
down°lo the credit of— agitation. Hut the 
bill is not e.tactly what it ought to be yet- 
To the pi ice now oflered, we don't oiler so 
much objection; the time— the monopoly- 
is the point on which we differ from the 
Company. Monopoly, in any shape, is a 
vested wrong. It gives a stunted growth to 
trade everywhere where it has an existence. 
No check against the investment of capital 
is tiie' true policy of any country, and mo.e 
particularly a new one. Everybody should 
be free to project and form companies to 
manufacture gas. By this means we will 
have a belter chance to get it cheaply, and 
of good quality. Were a distillery started 
here to-morrow, it would have just as much 
right to expect a monopoly as gas manufac- 
turers. Take the steamboat interest for in- 
stance. Look at the number of boats 
co^istruoled here. Count up the cap- 
ital invested; the number of ship- 
wrights, machinists, eiii^iiieers, &0.^ em^- 
ploye.l in their construction, and in navi- 
giiiing them. See the air of life, energy 
and prosperity, it gives to this port. But 
see more particularly what gainers the 
public are. In a short time we will soon 
have a steam fleet for the purposes of 
coasting, inter-colonial and river navigation, 
that will meet the entire wants of the trading 
and traveling public. But no such result 
would ever have been secured had a steam- 
boat monopoly e.\iste 1. monopoly— 
open compelilion— are public benefactors. 
Il-s folly to think of legislating dividend* for 
any c.immercial company. What ono COin- 
,,riny loses another gain?. L^^f^ 
panics may losei, i» not lost to the State. 
The Slate gains; it haa all the capital in- 
vented. Feudal coats of mail would not be 
greater ologs to the movements of tie 
finest army in Europe were the aoldieis 
dressed up in them, than monopolies would be 
to the advancement of commercial enttr- 
prise. Gas manutacture, we repeat again, 
isonlya commercial eiiterpris,.. It is I'lic, 
however, we wi.sh to s.;i; slarl.;il here an>l 
snppofteJ. L<!t the Coiii|,ai.y charge what

REMOVAL OK VICTORIA BRIDGE. 

Tilis bill came up for a second reading. 

Mr. Green — I would point out, Mr. Speak- 
er, the necessity of increasing the size of 
our harbor, by removing the present bridge. 
Two bridges will be built by private sub- 
scription, "higher up the harbor, and the 
country will never have to pay a dollar for 
them. The petition handed in yesterday 
says the road to Esquimiilt will be length- 
ened one-third of a mile. What is that, if 
we have two good bridges and enlarge our 
harbor'? Here is an old petition sent into 
the former House, asking that the bridge 
may be removed. I find the names of many 
on that petition who are on the petition sent 
in yesterday, a.-ikiiig that it may ho contin- 
ued in its present position. In fad, the 
names appear both for and against flaugh- 
ter.] 

Mr. Gary — They have grown wise since 
lliey signed the first document. 

Mr. Waddiiiglon said the town of Victo- 
ria owed its e.vistenee to Victoria harbor. A 
large amount of capital has been invested 
here on the strength of this harbor; a very 
small amount of capital has been invested 
in Ksquimalt on the strength of that harbor. 
I consider it highly necessary that the bridge 
should bo removed ot uiice, as a bar is being 
formed in the liarbor, and if we wait much 
longer the upper part of the harbor will be 
impassable. Lotus throw private interests 
aside, and look at the matter on the broad, 
fundamental principle of improving and en- 
larging Victoria harbor, and thereby doing 
good to the colony at large. The question 
before ns resolves itself into this : the har- 
bor of Esquimalt w. the harbor of Victoria 
[oh, ohj. Members who vuic ngainsl en- 
larging Victoria harbor are acting in a sui- 
cidal manner. Let the bridge be removed, 
by all means. 

Mr. Foster wished to know if the map 
produced before the House was not some- 
what ditiereiit from the oUicial map ! 

Mr. Green said the map in his possession 
had been made by surveyors. There was no 
otiii:ial map of that portion of the town. 

Mr. Foster — There is an olacial map in 
the Land Otiice. The Maps produceil by 
the hon. member, leads us through a little, 
unimportant street which will never be 
available for a commercial street. Besides, 
ills wrong lo take tho population from one 
pari of the town on purpose to build up 
another. Let ua build a draw lo the present 
bridge. Vessels then can very easily pass 
up to the upper part of the town. 

Mr. Tolmie. — We are unable to con.slruct 
an efficient drawbriduo lo the present bridge; 
the heavy tax upon vessels passing through 
would be so great that very few would care 
about going through il. There is a daily 
danger of an omnibus of people being let 
down into the water from llii' (iresenl rotten 
bridge. Tho principal business with K-^qni- 
inalt will be done by water with ferryboats, 
ill the course of time ; and tho way to bring 
population here now is to enlarge our har- 
bor. 

.Mr. .McDonald— The shortest an.l b..~i

K*,ui(iialt must always bo the harbor for 
large vessels aiid;oceaii!steamboal8j ho would

Mr. Coles would vote for the removal ol 
the bridge, if it were only in a .suilablr point 
of view the ]).ipiilaiion would gather, tor the 
next foA- years, along ihe front of the liarboi, 
and the tiliti, etc, would be very ea.sily Car- 
rie I oil into ihe harbor. Ano her reasonlis ihat 
the old biidge is aclnally (illiiig np llie har- 
bor, and a draw w.iuld only increase the 
evil. I nm also m favor of reducing the 
price of wharfage. If we open thi- uppei 
part of the harbor, we shall have more 
whaives, and instead of our merchants pay- 
ing 7;i cents per load, they will only have to 
pay '.'.') ceiils. I do iiol own one inch id 
otopcily in either Victoria or IvMjiiiiiialt, but 
1 shall vole lor the removal of llie pic-eiit 
obstruction. 

Mr. Gary, in a humorous style, n'Viewcd 
the a.v^i'itioiis ot .'-(•vinal rneinbcis ilial they 
had no pnvalf iiilfii ^is to M>rve in the re- 
moval uf ihe Imd;,'.', and styled iheni 
" pattiulic." He wished it to bi; liistiiiclly 
understood that he wutild not vole in com- 
mittee fur Ihis bill, unless the proposed now 
bridge had a draw to allow vessels to pass 
up the arm. Until ihe hon member had shown 
advantages ol the new over the old hridi^e, 
lie could not hope to paKS his si.dicnii'. The 
road to lisquimalt will be li'iigllicM'Ml, and 
the Indian reserve cut oil from settlrnn iit, 

Mr. Gordon would oppose ihc lull, 
rio|ii;iiy on this side of the l)ridi;e will ile- 
lenorati' in v.^lne, and llie di.'ilaiicn lo Ivs- 
quimalt will be increased by thr proposed 
n«w ftrraiigeineiit, 

Mr. Ctouso Would like the bomi liled by 
those patriotic individuals, who were gmiiK 
lu builil the new bridges.
